THE GOVERNING-OF THE CROWN COLONIES, 


Ona of thé problema: which will demand handling when the 
restoration of pesca leaves the Home Govera ment free to deal with 
other things than Germsay is that of the Crows Colonics and their 
governmental system. Though same of these colonies have enffered 
to's greater extent than othera by the incompetence of the persons 
placed in” authority thereia, all have certaia definite snd grave 

rroands of complaint that will assuredly have to ba listened to before 
‘long. The method of government in these amaller territories is, 
‘before all things, ua English ; in fact is the direct contrary of the 
tinciples of liberty and independence that are instilled into every 
itish child. The dweller in a amallcolony bas no more voice in 
hia own governing, even though he may pay enormous amoants 
in texes, thon a Keangesi coolie. He isin the -hande’of a dozan 
civil service clerks who dare not, for their lives, oppose the law aa 
delivered from Dawning Street. These olerke msy or may not be 
gifted with sdministrative sbilitice; they may oc msy not be the 
“tbrow-onts" from the [adien Civil; they. may or may not hold their 
” gppointments through abeer influence; they msy or may not be 
gentlemen; bat, whatever their title ta their posta, there is the fact: 
that through them thousands, handredé. of thousands, and. some- 
times millions of people are ruled by the O.lonial Office, 

By the’ present Civil Service system, the par-icular bent or abil- 
ity of an individaal official dosa not #3 & ra‘e seem to bs considered i 
by his superiors. He may be made a magistrate for no cther reason 
than thet he koows nothing aboat handling criminal cases; he 

may have 8 epecial aptitude for foance, and therefore be appointed 
head of the education or police department; he may be useless 
in every department, and therefore be placed at the head of the 
tressary or.the custome or what-not. -When once hea emerges 
from the.cadet stage some niche must be found for him, and whether 
or not ho ie subsequently s disgrace or s credit to his .cfice seeme 
‘to be largely a matter of lack. Shoald he prove incompetent, be 


mart stil! retain that particular post for 60 long aa the pawere-that-| —
